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RENEWING OLD HEIDELBERG. 
rom the New York Post. 

N taking it upon himself to raise a fund 

for the reconstruction of Heidelberg Uni- 
versity the American Ambassader to Berlin 
has not only given remarkable evidence of 
his own fidelity to his German alma mater 
but has forged a new link in the friendship 
between Germany and America. Heidelberg 
has always held a place in American affec- 
tion. It has been the school of hundreds 
of our young men who have taken up grad- 
uate work in Europe. But berond that it 
has always symbolized the Germany we 
have honored and liked, the Germany 
which even during the war we distinguished 
from the Imperial Germany of Kaiser Wil- 
helm. Heidelberg has meant “The Student 
Prince,” the Germany of youth and music 
and beer. 

The money which Ambassador Schurman 
is raising—he is reported to have received 
already half of the $400,000 cansfdered nec- 
essary—will be used to reconstruct the old 
main building at Heidelberg and to provide 
new lecture rooms. Since 1912 the Baden 
Ministry of Education hag been endeavoring 
to ebtain the money for: these renovations 
and only last summer petitioned the Diet 
for 1,200,000 marks, asserting that if some- 
thing were not done immediately Heidel- 
berg wouid lose its position as one of the 
leading German universities, The Diet, 
however, was unable te grant the necessary 
credits, aithough it promised te endeaver 
to provide them within the next two yercrs, 

It is nO wonder that the college authori- 
ties, tL» city administration and the entire 
population ef Heidelberg have received the 
news of Ambassador Schurman’s action with 
enormous enthusiasm. It will be sympa. 
thetically received in the United States and 
appreciated as a graceful gesture of friend- 
ship toward Germany in which the country 
Dr. Schurman represents may claim some 
share. 


FEDERAL TAX REDUCTION.

ECRETARY MELLON, after a careful

of sleep on the human brain. This has 
been done by measuring the soundness of 
sleep with an instrument which somewhat 
resembies an earthquake registering seis- 
mograph. Twenty-one students ef Pitts- 
burg University were the subjects upon 
whom Dr. Johnson experimented. After 
having their sieep measured, they were 
given tests at different times of day to de- 
termine the variation of their mentai.alert- 
ness, and it was discovered that their minds 
worked with 10 per cent greater efficiency 
at night than early in;the morning after 
eight hours of sound sleep. 

The deduction reached from these fn- 
vestigations is that fatigue poisons the 
system and acts much aa certain narcotics 
do, first exciting the brain for a period and 
then causing drowsiness and sieemn It is 
true that on first awakening the mind may 
be alert and able to function satisfactorily 
for a short time, but it is uneasy and not’ 
eapable of concentration until it has been 
stimulated by fatigue, strange as that may 
seem. That is why vigorous setting-up ex- 
ercises or other energetic action on arising 
helps to prepare the mind for its morning 
tasks. AS the day advances, the mind re- 
sponds more and more to the stimulation of 
these fatigue poisons. Dr. Johnson claims 
that from $3 o'clock on te midnight or later 
the brain ts at its highest point ef efficiency 
for sustained mental effort.

tained in a letter from Joe Ivy 
of Kansas City, president of the 
Missouri Valley Tennis Associa- 
tion, to Julian Myrick of the Da- 
vis Cup Committee, in New York... 

Mr. Ivy proposes to change 
Rule 20 of the Davis Cup code, 
so that_only citizens or players 
who have resided at least FIVE 
years just prior to a proposed 
match be eligible to represent an} 
country. 

The present rule permits rep- 
resentation after a TWO-YEAR 
residence. Under the ,existing 
regulations Mexico last year met 
Japan with a team composed of 
a British-born player, an Ameri- 
can-born player and two Mexi- 
can-born members.

team. With just a little more 
power they might have beaten 
Japan, but did not make _ the 
grade.

HE perennial pastime of nag- 

cing the “amateur” is regain- 
ing popularity.

Strict- 
ly speaking all “amateurs” of 
prominence in all branches of 
sport are professionals, except 
possibly the co‘lege man. And 
even he is usually in sport be- 
cause it gets him financial aid 


through college.
